A. P. F. CHAPMAN (Captain), 
(Uppingham, Cambridge and 
Kent) is a forcing left-handed 
batsman and an extraordinarily 
good fielder for so heavy and 
big a man. He is the modern 
Alfred Mynn or “ W.G.” in size, 
and, like both those giants, has 
an attractive, cheery nature and 
is very popular with the profes- 
sionals. Somewhat of an “ eye” 
cricketer Chapman was not 
included in the Tests of 1921 
in England solely because of a 
supposition that there is a “ hole 
in his defence.” A big mistake 
was made then. All cricketers, 
have or had the same hole. 
Chapman has long since out- 
lived that reputation and is 
to-day one of the mest dashing, 
and capable, attackers of bowl- 
ing. He is an excellent captain

J. CC. WHITE (Taunton
